weeks ago. and probably for the reason that 
the dem ands of borrowers are less urgent. 
Some money lias lately been raised through 
bonds issue*i by local incorporations at ft 
per cent, for ten to tw enty years, the bonds 
readily com m anding a sm all prem ium . 
This has transferred some loans from hanks 
t* * the general public. 
Hie change is prob­ 
ably a good one, provided the lending con­ 
stituency has been enlarged by the opera 
tion. on the ground of the greater interest 
developed in the success of local enter­ 
prises by the greater num ber who have 
moneyed relations to the same.

Ravages of G rasshoppers. 
M ekckp. May 2<Jth.—'The grasshoppers, 
have been devastating the gardens and 
sm all farms in the foothills to the eastward 
of this place for some tim e past, are now 
sweeping down upon the Merced plains in 
such masses as to destroy all vegetation ly­ 
ing in their path. 
A farm er nam ed Klein, 
living on the Chowchilla river, in the 
southeastern corner of this county, reports 
that they have attacked his farm, destroy­ 
ing a tield of barley and another of wheat, 
together with an 
orchard and garden. 
A fter eating up the crops ot all his neigh­ 
bors above on the river, they arc now 
spreading over the larger farms iu the Ap­ 
pling settlem ent. 
At C unningham 's and 
Bc-nneti's, a few miles to the northward, 
they are in still larger num bers, ami are 
rapidly getting away w ith the winter-sown 
wheat ami barley, vines and orchard trees, 
and on Bear creek and Own and Miles 
creek they arc so thick that their dead 
bodies in the w ater create a stench that 
draws the buzzards quid drive away the 
people. 
North of Boar creek the grasshop­ 
pers h a re passed down th e ridge a-* far as 
A tw ater's farm, and are destroying his 
vineyard, orchard and garden, and al.-o the 
grain fields. 
The farmers complain of still 
another pest, the Jles.-ian fly, w hich ap­ 
pears to be doing m uch harm on two or 
three farm s to the northw ard of this place. 
Many f. ar that the prospective harvest will 
be made a failure by these pests.

T he particulars of a cowardly m urder 
that took place on the Glenn ranch, near 
Jacinto. Sunday, were brought to Chico 
yesterday. 
Between ft and -t o'clock Sun­ 
day afternoon a man named Pat Brick, a 
blacksm ith on the ranch, met a workman 
nam ed Jones, and said to him : 
"Jo n es, I 
understand that von made a rem ark that 
you could lick any man on the ranch, and 
if so, 1 am ready for you." 
Jones told him that lie was not seeking 
trouble, and did not want anything to do 
with him . 
W hile talking he laid his hand 
on Brick's shoulder. 
Brick jum ped away, 
pulled off' his coat and vest and proceeded 
to sail into Jones. T he hitter had become 
noted as a pugilist, and bad no trouble in 
getting the best of his assailant, w hom he 
( knocked down two or three tim es. 
By­ 
standees saw that lie was punishing Brick 
too m uch, and pulled him away, holding 
him by the arm s so that he could not use- 
them . 
Brick. Avho was sm arting w ith rage 
an<l pain at the rough handling, snatched 
a revolver from bis pocket, placed the m uz­ 
zle to Jones'breast and fired. 
The bullet 
penetrated bis heart, and he fell over 
against his m urderer, dead. 
Not satisfied 
w ith this, he tired another shot into his 
victim 's body, and then placed his knee 
upon the dead man s neck and -hot him 
three tim es through the head.

The hearing o f the case o f T hom as H. 
R eynolds, charged w ith em bezzling $150, 
w h ile D eputy Secretary o f State under D. 
M. Burns, was resum ed in Departm ent 
One o f the Superior Court at 10 a . 
m . yes­ 
terday before Judge Sullivan. 
W hen the Court was called to order 
Grove L. Johnson sa id : 
If the Court 
please, a m atter occurred this m orning that 
I feel it m y duty to call to the attention of 
the Court—not because o f any m atter per­ 
sonal to m yself, but because it is. to m y 
m ind, an improper interference w ith the 
duties of the Court, and o f the officers of 
the Court. 
D. M. B u m s this m orning, in 
this city, on the corner o f Seventh and J 
streets, threatened m e with violence, and 
threatened that in case we lived until the 
end o f the trial------ 
Mr. Carey—AVe object to this. 
Mr. Johnson—I atit calling the attention 
o f the Court. 
T he Court— I think it is better that these 
matters should be presented on affidavits 
and w ithout the hearing o f this jury, as 
it m ight bring in m atters connected with 
the other case. 
If he has been gu ilty of 
any unlaw ful interference w ith the Court 
or its officers, it is proper that it should 
be dealt with in a proper m anner, but I 
think that matters outside the Court should 
be presented to it by affidavit. 
Mr. Johnson—1 am only speaking to 
your H onor, not because I have any fears 
personally, because 1 think 1 am able to 
protect m yself, but because of threats made 
in reference to his cross-exam ination on 
this matter. 
It you think that that is the 
proper way to bring it up w e w ill do that, 
but 1 thought this was the proper way, 
after consulting m y associates. 
T he Court—1 think any unlawful inter­ 
ference w ith the Court or its officers, which 
m ay am ount to a contem pt, should be 
presented in the way o f affidavits; and 1 
think it is just as w ell to segregate the 
conduct o f a particular w itness as far from 
this case as possible. 
So w e w ill pass the 
matter for the present.

rem em ber the m an’s nam e w ho bought it. 
Q uestion—W hat political service did you 
render for your interest in the street-sweep­ 
ing m achine? 
W itness—My influence with the Board 
o f Supervisors l" have them renew con­ 
tracts. 
W itness said he first m et Gamble on 
California street, in San Francisco. 
My 
ditties as Deputy Secretary o f State were to 
receive the m oney, keep the cash and fee 
books, file papers, etc. 
Said he did not 
claim to be an educated bookkeeper. 
The 
bookkeeping in that office was very sim ­ 
ple. 
T he sm all cash book kept in my 
drawer w as written w ith both pen and 
pencil. 
No one but Burns and I handled 
that book. 
My im pression is that the 
book is entirely in m y hand-w riting. 
On 
one side was kept all the cash I received, 
and on the other what disposition 1 made 
of it. 
W itness was then questioned at length 
regarding various am ounts o f cash that 
were paid to him by W ells, Fargo A Co., 
and w hich were never accounted for to the 
State. 
H e also described how tlie m onthly 
statem ents were made, stating that when 
Burns was absent w itness m ade the reports 
him self. 
W hen Burns was present lie 
would count the cash for witness. 
T he cross-exam ination was lengthy and 
covered nearly all the testim ony given by 
defendant on the preceding day. 
General Carey read from Reynolds' testi- 
inony given in the Burns trial a num ber of 
questions and answers regarding the cash­ 
book. 
W itness said lie had no recollection 
o f m aking such answers, anil he doubted 
doing so. 
H e said the way he balanced his 
cash-book was to charge on the debit side 
tiie am ount paid into the Treasury, and 
then charge the tags upon the sam e side, 
m aking a balance. 
Twice w hile em ployed 
at the Secretary o f State's office. I went to 
Arizona. 
T he first tim e in the sum m er of 
1 8 3 0 ; the second tim e in the fall of 1881. 
The first tim e i went there 1 was gone 
three, four or five weeks. 
In December, 
lssg, 
1 went to M exico. 
I resigned my 
position in the Secretary of State's office, 
because I got tired o f the way the affairs of 
the office were being conducted, and told 
Mr. Burns so. 
T he books in the office 
were som ewhat behind when 
1 lelt. 
I 
never received a letter front Mr. Burns 
asking for or requesting my resignation. 
H anded in m y resignation som etim e in 
July, to take effect at once. 
Mr. Burns 
asked m e to stay and write up the books. 
W itness explained how Bunts w ould check 
off o f the little cash-book each m onth 
enough item s to cover the cash on hand, 
and they w ould lie carried forward into tlie 
large cash-book. 
T lie m oney borrowed 
from W. A. Brown, on m y joint note with 
Burns, was for tlie use o f the latter. 
H e 
thought tlie word " February.” in the Feb­ 
ruary siatei tent, was in the handw riting of 
D. M. Burns. 
8ald he was in the office 
several tim es after he left, but never had 
an interview with Mr. Burns regarding the 
books. 
I was in the office one evening in 
Novem ber. 
T he books were not spread 
out before 
me. 
My visit at that tim e 
was ow ing to tlie fact that I was attending 
to som e business w ithin a block o f the 
Capitol, and noticing a light in tlie Secre­ 
tary of State's office, dropped in for a few 
m om ents. 
Several letters from w itness to I). M. 
Burns were show n him , and he adm itted 
their genuineness. 
One was as follow s : 


S a n F r a n c is c o, August I, 1S82. 
01,.’ In a,: It the new spapers know anything 
about m y leaving th e office and arc to m ake an 
item out of it, ] wish you would get John Shee­ 
han to write a good ’artiele, saying I h ad re­ 
signed to accept the -upi'riiitendeoi y of a m ine 
in Placer county, etc., etc., and that I intended 
to henceforth reside in P lacer county. The pa­ 
pers here would copy it. and then they would 
not say I had come h ereto help liadlam . 
I had 
rath er th a t nothing would lie m entioned, but in 
ease you see there m ust be som ething, fix it that 
way. 
Yours, in haste, 
T o m . 
W itness was asked innum erable ques­ 
tions about the sm all tag book, and read it 
entirely through, explaining each one lie 
was asked about. 
At 5 p . m . the cross-exam ination closed, 
and Court took an adjournm ent until 9 a . 


m . to-day, when Mr. R eynolds w ill take tlie 
witness stand on redirect exam ination.

W hen C reek M eets Greek.—The case 
of the A m ador and Sacram ento Canal 
Company vs. the Plym outh Consolidated 
Gold M ining Company. A. Hayward. E. I.. 
M ontgomery and W alter S. Hobert, has 
been transferred from the Superior Court 
of Sa- -am ento county to the 1 nited States 
Circuit Court. 
The com plaint, which was

O ur W a ter Supply. 
Eps. B ecord-F nion : In accordance with 
your request, I have visited the wells east 
o f our city, and particularly those which 
have been bored since m y letter to you in 
July. 1880. and find that they have fully 
substantiated the ideas then advanced. At 
that tim e there were but few wells of any 
considerable size or depth located in the 
particular district now under consideration, 
and their location and capacity were then 
fully discussed. Since that tim e wells have 
been bored at locations, and ot depths, 
sizes and capacities as follows : At Reed & 
Co.’s, east side of Oak Ridge. 158 feet deep. 
10 inches in diam eter, from which 20,000 
gallons are pum ped per hour, F. Gabnelle, 
west side of Oak Ridge. 174 feet deep, 0 
inches diam eter, 25.000 g allo n -: A.Somers, 
near Beet Sugar Works, 04 feet deep, 0 
inches diam eter. 5,000 gallons: Brighton 
road, east side of Oak Ridge, 110 feet deep. 
10 inches diam eter, 18.000 gallons; J. Oa- 
brielle. Seventeenth and V streets. 138 feet 
deep. 5 inches diam eter,20.000 gallons; and 
at Strong it Co.'s, near the County Hospital, 
are seven wells, from four of which 10.000 
gallons are pumped, and from the other 
three 72,000 gallons per hour. 
These last m entioned vary from 04 to lit! 
feet in depth and from 0 to 8 inches in 
diam eter. Taking these in connection with 
those 
previously bored, 
we find 
that 
from 
this district a supply of water 
aggregating 8S3,000 
gallons per 
hour 
is actually pum ped, and thi- represents the 
combined capacity of all the pum ps used, 
and by no m eans t He supply of the water- 
hearing strata. 
All these wells derive their 
supply from a loose sand strata underlying 
a bed o f clay varying in thickness from 40 
to 120 feet, over which run.-a surface stream 
which carries off all soakage and drainage 
water, leaving the lower water free from 
the im purities of the overlying country at 
least. 
Before experim enting with this or 
any other water 1 would deem it advisable 
to m ake as thorough an exam ination of the 
underlying strata to the northeast of the 
city as possible, in order to determ ine, as 
near as may lie. the source from w hich the 
supply is derived, and thereby its purity. 
As noted above, we have a known quan­ 
tity of over 20,000,000 gallons o f water, 
varying in tem perature from t!0° to (iti°, 
clear, pleasant to the taste, reasonably soft 
and easily accessible. 
Proper investigation. 
I have no doubt, will show the sam e vein 
to underlie the city itself at a depth of 
probably 250 to 500 feet. I f so, why not 
bore near the present W ater W orks, and 
obtain the supply there for the city. 
My reasons for an investigation are, first, 
that we w ant no uncertainty in the m at­ 
ter. and should be as well-informed as 
possible regarding the source of supply; 
second, that the veins east of the city are 
undoubtedly supplied from the A m erican 
river at 
places 
w ithin 
fifteen 
miles, 
and necessarily receive w hatever drain­ 
age 
there is in 
the 
region 
between 
Sacramento 
and 
Folsom, 
w hich, 
al­ 
though 
not 
very 
thickly 
settled 
at 
present, will in a few years be one of the 
most densely populated districts in this 
section, anil will discharge a large am ount 
of deleterious matter; third, that the cost 
of an experim ental well near the water 
works would, owing to the nature of the 
strata encountered, be an expensive work, 
and the rem oval of the pum ps to a site dis­ 
tant from the river of doubtful propriety. 
Such an investigation would be com para­ 
tively inexpensive, and .would be of great 
benefit to those interested in the vexing 
problem of clear water for Sacram ento.
